ThrTery memvhom 
our suffrages had placed in the senate to 
represent uur wishes, to assert our righls, 
to protect our interests, have been the 
foremen to aid And abet a. policy by which 
those willies would be mocked, those 
rights trampled upon, those interest* deeply 
and irremediably injured ! 

Irs the resolution of which Mr. 1Ve»t-

The despatch, at once high ly 
jmpormm in the question it propounds, 
and frank and conciliatory in the spirit it 

* breathes, is entitled to the most respectful 
consideration both of the Council and of 
the contlituency. The honorable member 
for Sydney did well, therefore, lo move 
that it should be referred to » Committee ; 
and had he, at the present early stage of 
the business, done no more than this, so 
far from blaming him, we should have 
given him our thinks. Hut lie Aim done 
more — i u5n it c ly rn or* . 1 le has preju tiffed 
tie wAolt tote- Without waiting for the 
vvideace, he has taken Die indictment 
for all in all, has pronounced a verdict, 
and empwinelled a jury to consider simply 
how it shall be carried into execution.

" He had not the jqueamishness of those 
oho feared that the morality of themselves 
or their families would he polluted by the 
presence of convict*," Of course not ■ 
experience had laught liiin that n man 
might loncli pitch, and rtt't oe defiled ; 
might take fire into his bosom, and not 
be burned. For " he had sisen the 
working of the transportation system 
in its zenith'' — that glorious /.enitli, 
whence the full-orbed suu uf coiiviclimti 
poured forth, upon every corner of this 
happy land, its floods of moral nud intel- 
lectual light, diffusing the blessings of 
virtue, peace, contentment, and happiness, 
amongst all ranks aiid conditions of men 
— and. women and children too. He 
therefore exullsin the promised rPtuni of 
that long- lost luminciry. 

Mr, M.\^ARTi[ftt "would say, look 
through your City of Sydney; see the 
vast numbers »f opulsnt, well -in formed, 
respeelahle men, who oived their origin in 
this (the transportation) system," A 
sidling argument— 'Seeing it is argti- 
Hiextttin fid Aomlnetii. The inference is 
irresistible i If yon wish to multiply 
cities throughout the land, and to croud 
them with opulent, well-inforrned, re- 
spectable in en— men who will grace nuy 
table or any drawing-room, and whom 
the honorable member for I'arrainalta 
would rejoice to introduce into the saloons 
of Vineyard House, since their " families 
would do honour lo any couutiy in the 
world' 1 — go Lo the gaols and hulks of Great 
Britain and Ireland j unbolt their gates; 
bring out Iheir fettered inmates, atld lei 
thein come forlli to these antipodes of the 
old world : here their past crimes and 
inheienL depravity will form 110 bar to 
their acquisition of wealth, intelligence, 
and respectability. Miraculous, astound- 
ing as it may seem, we are called upon 
to believe that, though they " owe 
their existence to the system ' 
which has* criminal conviction for its 
first fruits, and transportation fur its har- 
vest, they will, on breathing the jiure at' 
mospheru of New South Wales, become 
such characters as " would do Itauour to 
any country in I fie world I" 

Mr. Rouimsoh said ^thete were now- 
living in this colony about "13,000 per- 
sons who had been sent here prisoners; 
of whom, some 2000 only had been trou-- 
blesome : hete then there was an improve- 
men t of ninety-five out of a hundred; 
and this, he was sure, was the ufrnosi that 
any one could expect," Without slop- 
ping to teat his figures, wc must be rude 
enough to contradict his conclusion. For 
our own parts, at any rate, and we ven- 
1 urc to say we speak the sentiments of the 
vast majority of the colonists, we are 
" sure" ill at the " utmost" we can desire 
is to have no "troublesome" characters 
sent out at all. To the two thousand re- 
probates with whom he admits the colony 
to he now infested, he would have the 
Sechftary or SrAtEadd.yfce more at least 
out of every hundred of the convicts to be 
lellnnseupnnusin fulitre. This,heiloh- 
setved, is his ntiniimmi evil, the successful 
coercion of ninety-five per rent, of his pet 
felons being *' the utmost any one could 
expect. " 

Mr. Dailvak., wilh his usual magnani- 
mous tlefiauce of consequences, ventures 
farther than tven the honorable member 
for Farr.tmaUa, for, without a scruple or a 
blush, he jumps at once to the argumentum 
tut pbsuraivm. He is for neither half 
measures nor half votes. He will have 
every thing demanded hy every body. 
" He trusted that the opinion of the Com- 
mittee would be unanimous ; " not satis- 
fied with this, he trusts that the unani- 
mous opinion of the Committee will be 
"unanimously backed by Lhe Cavxeil ," 
and not content with a unanimous Com- 
mittee backed by a unanimous Council, 
he further trusts "that ibe people will 
maintain the unanimity ; " and not quite 
assured even by a unanimous Committee, 
Council, and people, he "hopes that all 
will join "—in whal 1 ?— "in faecvr of a 
renewal of transportation." This is an 
emphatic wish emphatically expressed. 
And now fur his reasons, which are ex- 
ceedingly empbtitic. "The prosperity, 
unexampled in the previous histories of 
coluuies, of this colony, was ipAoWy attri- 
butable to the/oreed labour 0/ tanrkls /" 
O, for s revival of the slave-trade 1 But 
hear his magnificent peroration: — "His 
conviction was, thai the first blow lo the 
prosperity of this colony was the with- 
drawal of convict labour, awl that the 
Jirit beam of real prosperity that k.»iM 
open upon it would be "— wlinl?— the re- 
vival of an extensive viittious immigra- 
tion ? nu, foolish querist, but — " the re- 
newal of truntportation." Mr. D-suoAn 
had seen the convict sun in its ''zenith ; ,T 
Mr. Da a. v all longs lo behold its morn- 
ing " beam." The remembrance uf its 
meridian brightness was not more de- 
lightful to the one, than the anticipation 
of its returning dawn is to the other, But 
what perversions of metaphor ! Mankind 
have been wont to speak of light as an 
emblem of virtue and happiness, of what- 
ever is ornamental and beneficial (o 
society. These honorable gentlemen 
speak uf it as the fit emblem 
uf vice, degradation, and wretchedness. 
Poetry shrinks. disg usted from imagery so 
horribly misapplied ; religion, civilization, 
humanity, shudder also dire a profanation 
of all they hold sacred. 

Having now disposed of the little ones, 
we shall to-morrow grapple with their 
doughty leader.

charged in schedule B. This recommend ai inn 
wns transmitted to tha Secretary of Stsio, 
backed by tlielntc Governor ; but Lord Smnley 
wrja of opinion that audi a chnrgo cnuld not es 
authorised, as schedule B wns reserved in 
order to proesrvo the efficiency of trio public 
service, hy enabling Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment to pension otf such old ofll ecu sn wore 
unlit to he continued any longer iu tho per- 
formance of their official duties. It was 
intimated, however, that there would 
he no objection Lo tho grsnt of a pension to 
those tarlies from ihe eonctol revenue, 

Mr. WE NT WORTH supported tho motion, 
conceiving that this vote would not ho likely to 
form a precedent, and then at all events such 
nn eueec might be prevented by the Legislative 
enactment. Sir Francis Forbes, after having 
been worn out in tha pnhlia service, had ap- 
plied both unto the Legislative Council 10 eom- 
rnutefor a t oundsum the pension which had 
been granted to him : and it this request hud 
heen COTQplicdwith. there would probably have 
been no reason for thopresent Application, but 
the Council had thought proper to TefuiB it, 
although a similar ftVotti was grsnLed lo tho 
l a la Col cnial Secretary, Aa to Sir Jnmea 
Dowling, ho had been granlod hia lull salsry, 
during the time of his proposed absence; 
whin he was cut short by death, 
occasioned no doubt by his arduous im- 
plication LO the labours of llw Bench. For 
these reasons the widows of these learned 
Judges had n good claim upon the public ; and 
wlthreferenco to Sir Francis Forbes, whoso 
oiertions had been so groat and no beneficial to 
the colony, he should ha glad to sea the Houso 
£0 even forlhur, and vote a sufficient sum for 
tho erection of n suitable monument over hia 
remains, 

Mr. LOWE 3aid, tint be was too much ac- 
customed to see thia lavish made of expendi- 
ture, and to ace the honorabla and learned 
member for Sydney nuieuo a course rotelly at 
variance witli the principles he had formerly 
supported, to be surprised either at Ihe preacnt 
proposition or nt tho honorable nnd Learned 
member eupporling it. One by one they wero 
throwing aside ell Eho principles which they 
had formerly regarded as fixed upon the 3 : .nest 
basis, and which be for orw would never have 
supported if be had believed that they wore 
merely meant to embarrass tho proceedings of 
ono Governor, without being airpllooblo to his 
successor. This was another pfihoao abandon- 
ments, and would open a door to lliendrancc- 
oicnt of numberless OLhct clai mi of a similar 
nature. 

Mr, COWFERsuDported the molion. con- 
tendinjs that tlio preecnt position of theso ladies 
was sullicieni lo eniiUo thorn to the considera- 
tion of tho Houso, 

The SPEAKER stated, that tho death of Sir 
lames Dowling was without doubt occasioned 
by tho ref asal of his ilrst application fur leave 
of absence, as, if this had been granted, he 
might have recruited his constitution , which 
afterwords sank under the burthen of his ju- 
dicial labours, A. sum of £20QG having been 
voted to htm just before his death ; hie estate 
had an equltohlc right to this money, and the 
claim of j'fcc widow was therefore uuanswor- 
nblo.

\lr. LAME said, that although it waa an

My Lord, — The Lunelle Asylum which has 
been some time in progress under the autho- 
rity convoyed by your Lordship's Despatch of 
3rd August, Wb, No. 31, in answer to mine 
of 13th January of tho samp year, is now ra- 
pidly approaching completion, and as it will 
not bs possible to obtain in the colony persona 
wcR qualified for its superintendence, I em 
induced to request that a manic! couple may 
he encaged and sent out from England as 
keeper and matron. Ths Asylum will, in all 
probability, bo ready for occu perron at the 
earUest . period at waioh the persons engaged 
can arrive in tha colony. And as the new ee- 
' sent fa most urgently required, it is da- 
that no delay should take place in the 
appointment. The building is adapted for re- 
ception of sixty patients requiting supnmte 
cells, end the keeper's house is sulHcientlv 
large to accommodate others, including such 
as it may be thought proper tu admit wholly or 
in pattal the public expense. 

Theialaries of the keeper and matron will, 
undsr existing arrangements, bn a part of the 
medical expenditure of the colony, and, as 
such, payable from the British Treasury, It 
will therefore ha for yeuv lordship to deter- 
mine the amount. As wages are very high at 
present in the colony, it will be necessary that 
tho sum allowed should be libers], to prevent 
thB parties from becoming discontented, and 
induced to leave their employment for more 
profitable occupation. , 

Tho cost of the building, as I hsvo already in- 
formed your lordship, will be defrayed from the 
coluninl funds, as, although at present appli- 
cable to objects connected with, convict expen- 
diture, it is adopted to oBlllve tho arrange- 
ments that now throw so large a proportion of 
the expeneos or tho colony upon the mother 
country. ^

Upon hearing this, the prisoner thraw 
the wntc r into her bosom, and beat bei with 
the hoot; he then. desired her 10 get up, and' 
she made several attempts to do aa tint failed, 
when the prisoner said lhat ho would early 
her home ; he accordingly carried her to Ibe 
fonco and threw her over, and a man pasting 
by asked him whether he was goins to kill 
the woman;" when he replied. " Mind jeer 
own business— -she it cay wifn," The de- 
ceased i em unci! until the iSth of An til with- 
out any mcdieal attendance or assistance, lying 
upon a tlnn mattress ou a damp floor, in a very 
wretched stele. On the ISth, Dr. Owynn waa 
caQed in to see the deceased at the inaianc* a 
her slater, and Boding her In a <Un»>outf 
stato, he give euch iafnrmstion to the police •■ 
led to the prisoner's apprehension. The pri- 
soner admitted to Dr. Ej>,rm that ho bed 
beaten his wife, but said ibat the injuries 
upon hsr legs had been occasioned by her 
crossing a fence. He, however, desired the 
surgeon to do all be could fot her relief, tod 
premised In pay the eiprine*. The deceased 
was aomctims aftcrrvards removed to the hos- 
pital ; sad although she appeared at one time 
likely to recover, she uUintslsly became so de- 
blliiatcd that the principle of life was extin- 
guished bymcio exhaustion. A jsost moflrm . 
osami nation of tho body was made by Drt. 
Gwynn and Unbelting, and the farmer gentle- 
man was doeidedly of opinion that doath hod 
been brought about by the exhaustion of tho 
system, produced by Ihc injuties sustained by 
tha deceased.
